gram to eliminate all high curbs down- 
town,

LITTLE ROCK -</P)~ The Little 


Rock weather bureau Wednesday re- 
ported improvement in all vegetable 
crops but said farm work in general 
was two weeks behind normal ad- 
vancement. 


The bureau blamed a "backward" 


season for the slow progress, report- 
ing "little cotton was planted last 
week, and that which is up is making 
poor progress." The weekly review 
of crop conditions said corn fared 
slightly better than cotton and was 
making fair progress, 


"Strawberries are blooming Ihrough- 


out the state but are ripening slow- 
ly due (o cool weather," the re- 
port added. "Patatocs are looking good 
in most sections." 


The bureau said work in the low- 


lands was delayed by flood stages 
on the lower White river. 


''Oats, meadosw and pastures made 


good progress, especially alfalfa," it 
said. "Tomatoes are being set and 
radishes are being shipped."

nesday he received $500 from a client 
and gave it to Representative B, Frank 
Whelchel (Dcm.,-Ga.) as down pay- 
ment on a postmastcrship appoint- 
ment that the congressman failed to 
deliver. 


Whelehcl, being tried on charges of 


selling' postal jobs, 
listened«while 


Haynic S. Brooks of Gumming Ga., de- 
scribed how he counted $500 in bills 
into the congressman's hand as a pay- 
ment on account from T. Lester Harris 
of Ball Ground Ga. 


Government prosecutors introduced 


testimony concerning funds 
flowing 


in and out of a 'little black box'" 
and records of an extensive loan busi- 
ness -which the congressman kept in 
a small black box. 


Tells of Agreement 


Brooks, a Democratic leader in his 


mountain community,, told how ho 
visited Whelehcl in company with 
Harris to seek recommendation of 
Harris as Ball Ground-postmaster. It 
was agreed, ho related, the congress- 
man would lend his support and Har- 
ris would "contribute" $1,500 to Whel- 
chel's campaign fund—$750 immediate- 
ly and the balance after he was ap- 
pointed. It was then 
midsummer,

Harris testified he borrowed 
$500 


from a widow for whom he worked 
and, unable to raise more, offered this 
to Brooks as si down payment. The 
latter accepted it, 
half of Whelchel. 


ho said, in be- 


Harris and Brooks testified Whel- 


chel delayed recommendation of a 
postmaster at Ball Ground. Harris 
became fearful 
of his appointment 


because he ranked second in eligibil- 
ity, and a presidential order required 
designation of the lading candidate. 
After 12 months negotiation, they said, 
Whelehcl wrote "There is no way in 
the world I can have any voice in the 
appointment." Harris found himself 
shunted aside.

Subsequently, they related, after a 


•harp letter from Brooks to Whelehcl 
and another conference between them, 
the congressman recommended Har- 
ris as temporary rural carrier. He 
lost this job, the jury was told, when 
Whelchel recomemdend Hulon Hoi- 
comb as permanent carried for the 
same route.

Paul V. McNutt, of Indiana, is a 


candidate for the Democratic nominat- 
•ion for President. I put to him the 
question: "If you are elected what 
should be done to produce recovery?" 
Basing his answer upon the theory 
—which is a correct one— that the re- 
vival of investment is essential to 
recovery, Mr. McNutt said: 


"The Number One obstacle to sound 


investment, I .believe, is monopoly. 
The Number -Two obstacle is lack of 
buying power in the lower two-thirds. 


"What we want, however, is not 


something that meerely, }opks,:like. in- 
vestment. One,, way target j that would 
;h% •• to rjepe)it~.wl^£W£ai.d Nn'. ,llie 
'twenties, restore 'normalcy,' shut .pur 
eyes 'and buy every piece of paper 'of- 
fered. I believe such a speculative 
boom would collapse within a year or 
two with disastrous results. 


v "The harder way— but the 'better 
way—is to go on attacking real ob- 
stacles. At. the sanie time we should 
go on using a part of our savings 
to increase national wealth and se- 
curity in ways that create a mini- 
mum of debt." 


I asked Mr. McNutt to state for me 


specifically, v the 
policies 
he 
would 


follow _to do this. 


Tnx Revision Urged First 


"First of all," he said, "tax re- 


vision. I would reform taxes so as 
to discourage concentration and en- 
courage buying power. I would urge 
reduction of sales taxes and nuisance 
taxes. 


"I wfculd exempt small corporat- 


ions from federal taxation, I would 
continue the reciprocal trade agree- 
ments with care, in particular agree- 
ments to protect agriculture. 


"I would seek increased revenue 


fi'om extension of personal graduated 
net; income and estate 
tax rates 


instead of sales and nuisance taxes. 
I believe a shift from consumer to 
incpme taxes would largely reduce the 
need for relief spending. 


"Second I would expand and con- 


solidate services by which national 
savings are utilized to increase wealth 
and security and balance the econ- 
omic . system. 


"By this I mean I would expand the 


C. C.- C., maintain our soil, water and 
forest resources and extend to the 
limit of profitable operation services 
such as education, health, scienti- 
fic research, agricultural pest con- 
trol—all' of which are known to be 
highly profitable to the taxpayers. 


"These operations are not only vi- 


tal to our national security and na- 
tional defense, but they tend to pro- 
duce wealth. 


Would Invest in Public 


Works 


"Third, I would use federal money 


by making 
investments 
in public 


works. That would avoid overloading 
the local tax base 'as was done by 
the Republicans. 


"I would maintain full federal con- 


trol of these public works invest- 
ments, but 1 would put emphasis on 
private 
contract work, free 
of a 


means test for workers or other hu- 
miliating 
requirements. 


"Fourth, 1 would continue reorgan- 


ization of Ihe services and depart- 
ments of the federal government, -with 
advanced standards of personnel and 
management in government. 


"Fifth, I would extend old-age pen- 


sions on a 'pay-as-you-go' basis. 


"Sixth, there arc many and var- 


ious maladjustments in special areas 
of our society. 


"I would use special devices to 


deal with these such as the National 
VouthAdministration for our young 
people, work programs for unemploy-
